Status of the Application 

Receipt of the Request for Continued Examination (RCE) under 37 CFR 1.114, the 
Amendment and Terminal Disclaimer, all filed 10/21/09 is acknowledged. 

Claims 1, 3, 4, 8-23 and 26-29 are pending in this action. Claims 1, 12, 13, 18, 20 and 23 
have been amended. Claims 2, 5-7, 24 and 25 have been cancelled. Claims 1, 3, 4, 8-23 and 26- 
29 are allowed. 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is 
eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) 
has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 
37 CFR 1.1 14.
